There were more political tremors in Alber¬ 
ta yesterday when David Swann said he 
will step down as provincial Liberal leader 
after the spring sitting of the legislature. 

Swann’s dive came exactly one week af¬ 
ter Premier Ed Stelmach said he would not 
seek re-election, and days after Ted Morton 
quit as finance minister to run to replace 
him as Conservative leader. 


Swann, who has been Opposition chief 
for two years, refused to explain why he is 
leaving now instead of driving hard to 
make political gains at the Tories’ expense. 

“Let me be very clear,” he told a news 
conference. “This decision was mine and 
mine alone, as is the timing. 

“As we have all seen over the past few 
weeks, the political landscape of Alberta is 


in danger of shifting sharply to the far 
right. The Liberal party remains the only 
real alternative that presents a positive 
voice for moderate change.”

A lot of African countries 
have democracies, and 
while Egypt is facing eco¬ 
nomic hardship it needs to 
be in very good political 
condition, said Farag, who 
hasn’t decided when he 
will return home. 

Moustafa, who arrived in 
September 2009, wishes he 
could be there right now. 

“If change has not hap¬ 
pened, I would like to be a 
part of the change,” he 
said.

President Hosni Mubarak 
defied a quarter-million 
protesters demanding he 
step down immediately, 
announcing yesterday he 
would serve out the last 
months of his term and 
“die on Egyptian soil.”

Hey, it’s Groundhog Day to¬ 
day! 

H ere’s the deal. If the 
groundhog sticks 
his nose out of his 
burrow this morn¬ 
ing and sees his 
shadow, for some 
reason that means six more 
weeks of winter, and he hurries 
back into his burrow and tweets 
all his woodland buddies: “It’s 
too freaking cold out there. High 
pressure ridge. Stay inside. Avoid 
large raptors. Brrr. @Rodent.” 

If, on the other hand, there’s 
no shadow, it’s safe to come out 
since spring is just around the 
corner. Righhht. 

The groundhog first dabbled 
in meteorology in 1887 in Penn¬ 
sylvania with Punxsutawney Phil 
and his various descendents 


(groundhogs don’t live veiy 
long), but not to be outdone, 
Canada has its own groundhog, 
Wiarton Willie, who’s been do¬ 
ing the same trick for 55 years. 
And Gaspe even 
has its own ground¬ 
hog, fred la 
marmotte, so the 
weather is badly 
predicted in both 
official languages. 

It doesn’t matter 
that the fat little 
critter can’t predict 
the weather, or 
anything else for 
that matter (uh, he’s a rodent?), 
because it’s a tradition. And you 
don’t mess with tradition, no 
matter how dopey. It has its 
roots in Candlemas, which is the 
midpoint between the winter 
solstice and the spring equinox, 
as good a time as any for an out¬ 


break of foolishness. 

And it doesn’t get any dopier 
than Groundhog Day. Same time 
eveiy year, Feb. 2, just when win¬ 
ter starts to drag a little (except 
here on the West 
Coast, when it’s 
time for the snow¬ 
drops and crocus¬ 
es to start peeking 
their heads above 
the ground... bwa- 
hah-ha), the media 
on both sides of 
the border lose 
their minds for a 
day and run front 
page photos of Fat Phil and Wide 
Willie as they “predict” the 
weather. 

It’s probably the groundhog 
equivalent of winning the 
lottery: Free snacks, although 
you might wish for a time before 
the paparazzi when life was sim¬ 


ple — just a warm hole in the 
ground, a tasty stolen turnip, 
snuggling up to your favourite 
ground, uh, sow. 

Being a rodent and a practical 
mammal, you’re probably won¬ 
dering what the fuss is all about.

Just about 
the only kids you could 
imagine filling the lonely 
boots of Hedebrant and 
Leandersson are The 
Road's Kodi Smit-McPhee 
and Kiclc-Ass’ Chloe Grace 
Moretz. Writer/director 
Reeves nabbed both. 


Director Mark Romanek 
is faithful almost to a 
fault to the elegant prose 
of Kazuo Ishiguro’s 
source novel.

“have a plan.” 

“Don’t go in there 
thinking ‘I’m just going to 
ask them to tell me about 
themselves,”’ she stresses.

cess to their own private da¬ 
ta. Trusting that employers 
will refrain from monitor¬ 
ing readily available private 


information is reckless. 

The issue of privacy 
rights in the workplace is a 
developing area of Canadi¬ 
an law. Recent cases sug¬ 
gest that employees are 
entitled to have some ex¬ 
pectation to privacy at 
work; however, the extent 
of these privacy rights re¬ 
mains blurred. 

In one case, the court 
found that the installation 
of a “secret camera” in an 
employee’s office was an in¬ 
vasion of her privacy. The 
court found that the em¬ 
ployer’s conduct amounted 
to a breach of contract, jus¬ 
tifying the employee’s resig¬ 
nation. It then awarded her 
wrongful dismissal dam¬ 
ages. However, the court 
sent the following warning: 
had a plausible explanation 
been provided for the “se¬ 
cret camera”, the intrusion 
may have been acceptable. 

Employees do have priva¬ 
cy rights at work. However, 
these rights must be bal¬ 
anced against employers’ 
legal and business interests 
to monitor its workplace. 
Courts will be reluctant to 
overstep an employer’s 
right to police its own 
workplace, unless it can be 
shown that an intrusion 
was uncalled for. 


Guidelines 

► Assume you are always be¬ 
ing monitored at work - if 
you do not wish others to 
see personal data, don't 
access it at work. 

► Familiarize yourself with ex¬ 
isting company policies re¬ 
garding the use of 
technologies at work. 

► Immediately protest a sus¬ 
pected intrusion and seek 
specialized advice before 
taking any further action.

The look, feel and quali¬ 
ty were wholly controlled 
by the owner, and if that 
brand was managed prop¬ 
erly, huge profits could be 
reaped... ala Coke Cola, 
McDonalds and Buckleys. 

That of course is the old 
school reality. 

Fast forward to 2011, 
and authors Sean Moffit 
and Mike Dover describe 
the new reality of brands 
in their book Wilcibrands. 
According to Moffit and 
Dover, “The Litmus test 
for a thriving business in 
this market place is ‘Does 
your brand deliver gen¬ 
uine participation.’” 

With media fragmenta¬ 
tion and the ever expand¬ 
ing catalogue of channels, 
digital being the key cul¬ 


prit, the former business 
approach of utilizing Mass 
Advertising to build a 
brand... that is to con¬ 
stantly bombard con¬ 
sumers with a consistent 
and controlled message, is 
now defunct. 

You have to understand 
the magnitude of this 
shift. Take for example 
the historical develop¬ 
ment of a mega brand like 
Coke. “Coca-Cola corpo¬ 
rate lore claims that if the 
company suddenly lost all 
of its physical assets, it 
could get funding to re¬ 
build the entire enterprise 
using only the power of 
brand as collateral.” 

While this may be true, 
chances are a brand born 
today could not achieve 


the same results without 
being put in the hands of 
its users, and modeled and 
evolved based on cus¬ 
tomer feedback and inter¬ 
action... Faceboolc is a case 
in point. 

Moffit and Dover don’t 
have to stretch too far to 
demonstrate how effec¬ 
tive this approach is, 
pointing out how compa¬ 
nies like Starbucks who 
have created dedicated 


platforms for their cus¬ 
tomers to contribute. 

Wilcibrands has some 
tremendous research be¬ 
hind it, making this book 
more than just a tomb of 
interesting case studies, 
but a call to action.

O StatsCan study shows childhood immigrants more academically successful than Canadian-born counterparts 


Childhood immigrants who 
arrived in Canada prior to 
their teens were more like¬ 
ly than their Canadian-born 
peers to hold a university 
degree by adulthood, Statis¬ 
tics Canada has found. 

What’s more, the differ¬ 
ence increased successively 
from those who arrived in 
the 1960s to those who ar¬ 
rived in the 1980s. 

The study released Tues¬ 
day used data from six 
Canadian censuses be¬ 
tween 1971 and 2006. 

Childhood immigrants 
are defined as those who 
were bom abroad and im¬ 
migrated to Canada at the 
age of 12 or younger. 


The report found that 
among male childhood im¬ 
migrants who arrived in 
the 1980s, nearly 32 per 
cent held a university de¬ 
gree by the age of 25 to 34, 
compared with just over 20 
per cent of the Canadian- 
born comparison group. 

Male childhood immi¬ 
grants who arrived in the 
1960s had a university com¬ 
pletion rate about six per¬ 
centage points higher than 
their Canadian-bom peers. 

Statistics Canada said 
the pattern was similar 
among women. However, 
the share of women with a 
university degree increased 
faster than the share of 


men, for both childhood 
immigrants and the Cana- 
dian-bom. 

Childhood immigrants 
represented about 26 per 
cent of immigrants who ar¬ 
rived in Canada in the 
1960s, 24 per cent in the 
1970s and 21 per cent in 
the 1980s. 

As for earnings, male 
childhood immigrants who 
arrived in the 1960s had 
weekly wages about two 
per cent lower than those 
who were Canadian-born 
with similar socio-demo- 
graphic characteristics. 
This gap disappeared for 
the 1970s and 1980s co¬ 
horts.

A space to ace 

O Finding a third-space to work in is vital, experts say 


Over the last five years, 
“co-operative learning” 
has become a buzz phrase 
in higher education, with 
most institutions scram¬ 
bling to expand group 
study into nearly every 
classroom. 

But as new study theo¬ 
ries abound, what about 
the actual physical space 
where students study? 

Although there is far 
less research in this area, 
many educators are 
strong proponents of find¬ 
ing a “third space” — 
aside from your couch, of¬ 
fice or classroom — 
where students can de¬ 
vote nearly 100 percent of 
their attention to the task 
at hand. 

The very act of creating 
the space can help to de-

velop good habits. 

“There’s some real val¬ 
ue in ritualizing getting 
into the study mode,” says 
Lynn Beck, dean of educa¬ 
tion at University of the 
Pacific. “Having a specific 
space dedicated to that is 
key. One of the things we 
do know from research is 
that productivity really 
drops when we’re multi¬ 
tasking.” 

Professor Joseph Mur¬ 


ray at Buclcnell University 
has studied how we study 
for over 10 years. He is a 
strong proponent of tai¬ 
loring the study environ¬ 
ment for each course. For 
instance, if you will be us¬ 
ing a blueboolc in your ex¬ 
am and will take the test 
along with a large class, 
that is precisely what you 
want to mimic: Study in a 
crowded library, writing 
longhand in a notebook. 

“Research suggests that 
a trial run or a dress re¬ 
hearsal significantly in¬ 
creases test results for 
students,” says Murray. 
“And we know that the 
closer that dress-rehearsal 
matches the actual physi¬ 
cal attributes of the test, 
the better students tend 
to do on it.” • METRO

Packers’ outside linebacker 
with the flowing mane and 
famous surname has be¬ 
come one of the most fero¬ 
cious pass rushers in the 
game only two years into 
his NFL career.

Is it too early for Edmonton Oilers fans to begin 
looking wistfully at the 2011 draft class? Unfor¬ 
tunately, the answer is no. 


T he Oilers are mired at the 

bottom of the Western Con¬ 
ference standings and noth¬ 
ing short of winning out 
the rest of the season will 
rectify matters. But as teams such as 
Pittsburgh and Chicago have proven re¬ 
cently, there can be Stanley Cup gold (or 
silver, as it would be) at the end of the 
futility rainbow. 

So, assuming the Oilers once again 
garner the first overall pick, whom 
should they select? 

The answer is Adam Larsson, Swedish 
defenceman extraordinaire. 

Tme, there are other fantastic offen¬ 
sive talents at the top of the pool, led by 
Canadian boys Ryan Nugent-Hopkins and 
Sean Couturier, but offence will not be a 
problem for the Oilers in the coming 
decade. Taylor Hall, Jordan Eberle, Mag¬ 
nus Paajarvi and Linus Omark have that 
locked down. 

But when was the last time Edmonton 
boasted a truly dominant defender? 

Ah yes, the much-maligned Chris 
Pronger. Hated as he was on the way out,

While Larsson does not possess the 
snarl of Pronger (who does?), the young 
Swede’s skill set is sublime for his age. 

Another option, Swedish winger 
Gabriel Landeslcog, is a Mike Richards- 
type with the same leadership skills.

Keys for the situation 

Up for grabs with the Boss is the dealer- 
installed TracKey system. 

The black key is for street driving, while 
the red key is used for days at the track. The 
latter provides a more aggressive tune, com¬ 
plete with a raggedy competition idle as well 
as “launch control.” 

Ford does not recommend red-lcey use on 
the street as the throttle response is hair- 
trigger. 


Visual cues 

The Boss wears the historic “C-stripe” along 
each side, a blaclced-out hood scoop and 
roof and front and rear spoilers. 

Inside, there’s a special Boss steering 
wheel, suede seat inserts, or optional 
Recaro-brand bucket seats that are identical 
to those installed on the current Mustang 
GT500. 


High-rewing horsepower 

Using the 5.0-litre V8-powered Mustang GT as 
the starting point, the Boss gets a less-restric¬ 
tive intake system and revised camshafts as 
its main tweaks. 

Output is increased to 444 horsepower 
from the GT’s 412, but peak torque is down 
10 pound-feet from the GT’s 390. This is not 
an uncommon trade-off for additional high- 
rewing horsepower. The engine is hooked to 
a close-ratio six-speed manual transmission 
along with a heavier duty clutch.

Why is the Boss 302 back? 

Aside from pressing all 
the right nostalgia hot 
buttons and providing en¬ 
thusiasts with a high-per¬ 
formance car that’s good 
for the road or the track, 
the real reason might be 
the engine. 

Without a “302” there 
could never be a Boss 302 
in the first place. 


The new Boss wasn’t 
possible until the 2011 
model year when the 412- 
horsepower 5.0-litre V8 
(302 cubic inches) replaced 
the 4.6 in the GT model. 
Thus the road was paved 
for the revival of the Boss 
302. 

But just what kind of 
nostalgia are we talking 
about, here? This leg¬ 
endary race-bred model 
helped set the Sports Car 
Club of America’s Trans 
Am racing series on fire in 


1969 and ’70, providing 
spirited competition for 
the rest of the Ponycar 
pack from General Motors, 
Chrysler, and American 
Motors. 

Fast forward four 
decades. In early 2011, two 
versions of the new Boss 
302 will arrive to do the 
original proud: a fully 
dressed dual-purpose 
street/traclc edition; and a 
track-specific (but not 
track only) “Laguna Seca 
Package” model. 


The estimated $48,000 
Boss 302 ($55,000, estimat¬ 
ed, for the Laguna Seca) 
should get Mustang lovers’ 
hearts pounding and possi¬ 
bly elicit some response 
from the Dodge and Chevy 
competitors. 

Perhaps reviving the 
Trans Am race series of the 
late ’60s and early ’70s 
would be the best way to 
promote the Boss and its ri¬ 
vals, generate enormous 
fan interest and even settle 
a few decades-old scores. 
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Aiding traction on the 
Boss are Pirelli tires 
mounted on 19 -inch- 
diameter wheels that 
are wider by half an 
inch in the back to ac¬ 
commodate the wider 
rubber. Ford claims 
that skid-pad grip 
with this combo 
exceeds 1.0 g of lateral 
acceleration, which is 
in supercar territory.

Looking for a cheap and 
simple used family 
crossover? 

I’ll do you a favour and 
tell you to sign off here. 
This week’s used vehicle re¬ 
view will focus on the first- 
generation Cadillac SRX, 
which is a machine that 
takes the higher-end ap¬ 
proach to family hauling. 

Like many of its competi¬ 
tors, the SRX existed some¬ 
where between a wagon, 
minivan and SUV. It was 
available with six or eight- 
cylinder power, two or all¬ 
wheel drive and plenty of 
goodies. It was on sale in 
Canada from 2004 to 2009 
inclusive, and has now 
been replaced by an all-new 
model that launched for 
the 2010 model year. 

Standard for the flexible 
SRX was a 3.6-litre V6 with 
around 280 horsepower, a

five or six-speed automatic 
and rear-wheel drive. 

Shoppers after more per¬ 
formance could check out 
the available 4.6-litre North- 
star V8 and its 320 horse¬ 
power. 

All Wheel Drive (AWD) 
was available with either 
engine, designating the 
model carrying it as an 
‘SRX4’. 

Features and equipment 
included wood trim, heated 
leather seating, an over¬ 
sized sunroof, xenon light¬ 
ing, premium audio and a 
motorized lift-gate. 

Note that like most pre¬ 
mium brands, Cadillac did¬ 
n’t designate the SRX with 
any obvious trim level sys¬ 
tem — so a bit of research 
may be required to track 
down the options you’re af¬ 
ter. 


WHAT OWNERS LIKE 

Feature content, relative 
value, V8 performance and 
all-weather driving confi¬ 
dence are all highly rated 
by SRX owners. 

Many report agile and 
sporty handling dynamics 
and a dynamic steering 
feel, too. The SRX was based 


on the same platform as the 
CTS sport sedan, and it 
seems to show where driv¬ 
ing dynamics are con¬ 
cerned. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE 

Owner gripes tend to deal 
with complicated interior 
control interfaces, a clutzy 
navigation system, poor 
rearward visibility and the 
lack of a dedicated cell 
phone holder and power 
outlet. 

Squeaks and rattles tend 
to become apparent as the 
SRX ages, and owners opt¬ 
ing for the V8 engine tend 
to wish for better fuel econ¬ 
omy. 

COMMON ISSUES 

When test-driving, ‘listen’ 
to the rear differential for 
signs of noise — including a 
clicking, grinding or ‘ratch¬ 
eting’ sound during tight, 
low-speed comers. Any 
such sounds could indicate 
a worn rear differential. 
This was a well document¬ 
ed problem with the SRX, 
and changing a rear differ¬ 
ential out of warranty will 


prove a pricey endeavour. 

Shoppers are also ad¬ 
vised to double and triple 
check all accessories and 
electronics for proper oper¬ 
ation — including the win¬ 
dows, motorized seats and 
stereo system. 

Note any ‘check engine’ 
lights as well. Dig around 
for signs of water or mois¬ 
ture in the carpeting in the 
front footwells, as well as 
the cargo area in the back. 
Lift the carpeting away and 
remove the panel that cov¬ 
ers the jack in the rear of 


the vehicle, looking for 
signs of mildew or mst 
caused by a potential water 
leak. 

Finally, avoid models 
with the massive ‘ultra¬ 
view’ sunroof, which seems 
somewhat prone to motor 
failure, breakage and possi¬ 
ble leaks. 

THE VERDICT 

A well-maintained and 
healthy last-gen SRX should 
provide a unique luxury 
crossover experience at a 
lower-than-average price.

Trying to keep your 
car clean during 
winter is a noble yet 
tragic calling. Those 
that are called must 
persevere in the face 
of certain defeat. 


W e tip our 
toques 
to them. 
These 
winter- 
washers 

only have fleeting respites 
from the enemy, but at 
least they have respites — 
and their dignity. The rest 
of us just hang our heads 
in shame as we approach 
our salt-encrusted 
chariots. 

But maybe you suffered 
long enough the slings and 
arrows of outrageous salt 
stains on your pant cuffs 
and black overcoat, and are 
finally ready to make a 
“clean” start. 

Well good on you then, 
and to help you in your no¬ 
ble cause we present these 
winter car cleaning tips, 
gleamed from recent con¬ 
versations with a couple of 
battle-tested experts. 


Winter adds two 
obvious wrinkles to the car 
washing exercise — freez¬ 
ing temperatures and salt. 

David Lee is the owner- 
operator of L.A. Detail, 
which shines up vehicles 
for many national 
accounts, including Toyota 
Canada and Mazda Canada. 
If you’re hand washing 
your vehicle he cautions to 
keep an eye out for when 
the water starts to ice up 
on your vehicle or on your 
brush. 

“You don’t want to be 
scrubbing frozen grit and 
salt over your car,” notes 
Lee. He adds that you are 
probably better off to lay 
off any mitt or brushworlc 
entirely during winter, and 
just let soap and water do 
their thing. 

If fact, he recommends 
no-touch or soft-cloth auto¬ 
matic washes, for the con¬ 
venience, for the 
non-scratch safety factor, 
and for the better job they 
do on vehicle undersides. 

Either way, as soon as 
you’re done, he advises to 
get out some terry cloths 
and wipe down the door 
and trunk jams, so that ice 
doesn’t freeze them shut. 


To keep door locks from 
freezing up, Lee also 
suggests that winter-wash¬ 
ers apply lock de-icer as 
soon as possible post-wash. 

“And while you have the 
cloth out, don’t forget the 
wipers,” says Lee. “Grit and 
salt will build up on that 
top layer of the wiper. So 
wipe it clean and wipe it 
dry. Same thing for the 
wiper arm. They need to be 
flexible to work, but after a 
car wash they can freeze in 
one position.” 

After the wash also be 
sure to set your HVAC sys¬ 
tem to defrost, which 
utilizes the car’s air-con 
system to remove the extra 
moisture the wash has just 
introduced into the car 
(otherwise you will imme¬ 
diately “fog” up). 

Reg Pizzimenti is a well- 
known anti-rust advocate. 
His auto refinishing shop 
in Scarborough, Ont., was 
one of the pioneers of 
“wet” rust proofing 
treatments. If your vehicle 
received such an annual 
treatment, Pizzimenti ad¬ 
vises not to pressure wash 
the underside — leave the 
oil there to do its job. 

But he’s all for weekly 


body panel and wheel-well 
rinsing during winter: “Salt 
doesn’t really hurt paint. 
Humidity and 
condensation makes 
unprotected metal rust. 

Salt accelerates the 
process.” 

For that reason, he sug¬ 
gests getting salt off your 
vehicle whenever you can, 
especially as every vehicle 
has its share of rust “entry 
points.” 

“Pay attention to any 
paint nicks, gaps, seams, 
and where parts are bolted 
onto the body. These are 
the entry points for rust. It 
gets under the paint and 
grows from there.” 

Both Pizzimenti and Lee 
caution about getting too 
caught up over winter 
cleanliness — it’s an 
unwinnable battle that will 
just drive you nuts. 

Lee says save your ener¬ 
gy for the major spring 
cleanup, when your efforts 
will have some staying 
power, and give you more 
satisfaction. 

And don’t wait too long. 
By early spring there will 
more salt and more mois¬ 
ture on the road than any 
time during the winter.
